A great deal of 
money is annually squandered in start- 
ing artificial pourlsiiml confined streams, 
which, if properly used, would have 
given excellent returns.

money to spend on fish culture do not 
waste it, but invest in ti proper stock- 
ing of a £0°^ public stream, and keep 
it np.

you aro not obliged CO pay out largo 
sums in railroad fare, and consequent 
hoard at hotels in distant parts, if you 
aro judicious and persiaient in stocking 
homo streams.
